Grave of Five Who Died of Smallpox 
in 1811 Found In Bellerica, 
Mast. 


Closely adjoining the site of the 
"Boston & Maine car shops In Billerica, 
th e surveyors discovered a gravestone 
m arking the spot where IOO years ago 
five persons, victims of smallpox, were 
buried. 
The stone is still in good condition, 
although mossy with age. 
The foot 
atone as well as the headstone is 
Rolid, giving evidence of careful work 
gut th e part of the ones who placed it 
there. 
The grave was evidently chosen a 
century ago as a secluded spot, and 
when found trees, 
underbrush 
and 
shrubbery nearly hid it from sight. 
The words on this headstone are: 
Erected in memory of and to desig­ 
n a te the place w’here Asa Grost, lr., 
I>evi Frost. Eleanor Farm er. Sarah 
Hodgman 
and 
Samuel 
Batch^lder 
were buried, w*ho died of smallpox, 
August, 1811. 
At first the Boston & Maine- con­ 
sidered getting the consent of tile 
* tate to remove the stone and the 
dust of the bodies, but it has been de­ 
cided to let the grave remain where 
It is. 
So these five persons 
will 
rest 
where they are and their bed of the 
last century will not be disturbed. No 
relative of the ones buried seem at 
all concerned about the grave and it 
is doubtful if any descendants 
of 
them are living In Billerica or Lowell 
a t the present time.

York.—Word 
was 
received 
here by New York zoologists 
that 
Prof. William E. Castle was doing 
very well in his quest for a pair of 
ancestral guinea pigs amid the peaks 
of Peru. 
Professor Castle Is from Harvard 
university, and several weeks ago he 
departed from this port on his search 
In the interest of science. 
Experi­ 
ments are being conducted in Scher- 
merhorn Hall, in Columbia university, 
and also in the Station of Evolution, 
at Cold Spring Harbor, to determine 
variations which occur in accordance 
with the laws of heredity. 
The rec­ 
ords concern the guinea pig birth rate 
quite intimately. It has been asserted 
that the American breed are no longer 
guinea pigs at all. 
That is why the 
professor has gone to the mountains 
of Peru to bring back a consignment 
of guinea pigs which are supposed to 
be of the true type, 
ence must wait. 
As everybody knowns, guinea pigs, 
even of the ancestral type, are Guiana 
pigs, and Guiana pigs are not pigs, 
but are rabbits. 
Hence, the pigs are 
not pigs and never were. 
It is a long trip nom the mountains 
of Peru to Sandy Hook and Prolessor 
Castle, starting with only one pair or 
guinea pigs of the ancestral type, Is 
likely to arrive here with so many 
specimens that he will not be able to 
distinguish the ancestors from pos­ 
terity. 
If the steamship should be de­ 
layed his troubles would be increased. 
At any rate, scientists in this city 
and in Boston are awaiting with in­ 
terest the result of his mission. They 
are inclined to believe that the guinea 
pig race has undergone such modifi­ 
cations here that it has become wide­ 
ly (efferent from the primitive crea­ 
tures.
